During the year Intelligence Tests were |

EMBARGO REMOVED ON FAMILIES 
GOLNG . ABROAD. 


The:Vaval and Military, Record says:— 
. Sir Clement Kinloch-Cooke has been in 
communication with the Admiralty re- 
garding a grievance brought to his notice 
by the Hongkong Agreement Employés 
Association, comprising chargemen of 
trades, yardoraft men, and station super- 
visors. Following on the report of short- 
age of housing accommodation in Hong- 
kong sent by the commodore-in-charge of 
naval establishments. in 1919, tho Ad- 
miralty placed -an embargo on familieg 
accompanying Dockyard employés pro- 
ceeding to Hongkong. In practice this 
embargo was only made operative against 
the agreement employés, all other grades 
being’ allowed” to. take it wives and 
famulics as before and continue to do so.

Doctor Gorden Thompson 
HPRUC.S., lectured at St. Andrew's‘ Church 
Hall, Kowloon, last evening, on the last 
journey: and, death of the Inte General 
orcira, the famous Tibetan explorer. Ab 
was anticipated the ball was not nearly 
large,enough to hold the great number of 
people who desired to listen to the thrill- 
ing warrative of an ill-fated journey from 
Yunuanfn to Peking. The lecturer accom- 
panied General Percira on this journey 
and he was with the f{amous explorer 
right up to the time of his death. After 
this caldmity Dr. Thompson had the ‘mis- 
fortune ta be captured by bandits and 
the story of his ultimate escape from their 
hands is extremely interesting. At the 
conclusian ‘of the Jecture a number of 
very intoresting photographs taken during 
the journocy were screened, depicting some 
wonderful. scenes of the Gorges of the 
Yangtsze and the river Mekong.

Dr. Thompson commenced his story by
